The  College  consists  of:— Honorary  Members.  1.  Ordinary  Students.  (2.)  Certificated  Stu- 
dents; namely,  those  Students  who  have  obtained  a  certificate  or  certificates  in  specific  subjects. 
(3.)  Associates;  namely,  those  Students  who  have  obtained  two  certificates,  and  have  also  passed 
the  Associate  examination.  (4.)  The  Council;  consisting  of  Teachers  and  others,  elected  by  the 
Council  itself,  and  of  six  student-members  elected  by  the  Students.  Sudents  thus  chosen  are  elected 
Members  of  the  Council  for  two  years,  and  are  eligible  for  re-election. 

In  the  case  of  the  Council  electing  any  Member  from  among  the  Associates,  they  will  consider  a 
capacity  and  willingness  to  take  part  in  the  teaching  or  other  work  of  the  College,  as  the  most  important 
qualification. 

Women  Students  must  be  above  15,  and  Men  Students  above  17  years  of  age. 

Students  may  study  in  the  Library  every  evening,  and  pupils  of  the  Drawing  Classes  may  practise 
in  the  room  appropriated  to  those  classes,  from  7  to  10. 

The  Coffee  Room,  whieh  is  provided  with  periodicals,  newspapers,  &c,  is  open  every  evening  from 
7  to  10  o'clock,  and  is  made  as  far  as  possible  (under  proper  regulations)  the  centre  of  the  social  life 
of  the  College. 

Tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  and  beef-tea  are  supplied  at  moderate  charges.
